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(Chicngo, MIJ - Making himself judge and 
jury, U,S. District Court Judge Joseph Sam 
Perry laat Monday di&missed charges against 
the remaming severj poiice officers on trial for 
the murders of Illinois Black Panlher Party 
leaders Fred Hampton and Mark Clark after 
the jury deels red itsèlf deadlocked following 35 
hours of delïberations. 

In an outragoötis, unprecedented leg&l 
deeisinn, Penyarbitrarily decided the oyteome 
of the 13*manth long $47,7 million dvil suk 
fiEed by the Hampton and Clark families and 
the seven sumvnrs nf the December 4. 1969, 
predawti poiice raid in which the two yotung 
BPP leaders were murdered. 

Instead of sending the jury back for more de- 
liberations, the usual practiee, ferry told 
the couri, ”1 recognize, I see there is division 
in the jury," The 60-year-oïd Alabama-bom 
judge, notorioua for his racist, scundtilously 
incompetent handling of the federal court trial, 
added ihat the plnintiffs had "failed to suste in 
a verston of prooi in every dnim." 

Mra. Iheria Hampton, crniragoous molhi-r of 
the pqpulnr Illinois BPP leader, said of Peiry’s 
ruling, "My son's name is clear no matter 
what thejudge said. Anyhody in his righi mind 
knows Lhe tntth by now, Nothing that man does 
Wou ld 5Urjirise me," 

Si IE Hampton. forplher of Lhe charismatic 
fouEider/coerdinator of the Illinois Chapter of 
the IIPP, bewilderod ut Peny’ü decision. saki, 
"lt F s iilmost unhelievnble for him to say diere 
wasn't any evidence,"

Judge Ferry — seemingly a 
valling tooi ef the power structure 
in its centimiing effnrts to cover 
up the events of the e&rly 
moming houre of December 4. 
1969 — not ooly did not sIJow the 
jury to reach a verdict but had the 
unmitigatod gall to s&y that the 
Munpton-Clark families and the 
seven survivors of the Chicagu 
police raid had "failed to sust#in 
a version of proof in everv 
daim," 

Arch-criminal Edward V. Han- 
rahan, aided and sbetted by the 
FBI. plotled and camcd out the 
■ttj’safv'iination of Fred Hampion, 
M. the time oï hifi slaying* Fred 
was publidy lalking about the 
need for communjty control of the 
pobce pos mg a diallenga to 
Hanrahan. Cook Coilnfy state s 
attómey at thé time and, there- 
fore, Chicago'B chief law enforcO' 
ment official. 

The FBJ's CÜINTELPRO oper- 
aüon. whose primtuy purpose 
wma the destruction of the Black 
Panther P&rty, soughl to "neu- 
Lralize certatn ] ra ding Party 
members Thus Hanrahun and 
the hRl became willing conspira- 
tors in Fred Hampton’s death. 

The leader of the Illinois 
Chapter of the Black Ponther 
Pürty was not allo wed Ut live. On 
the rme hand, bticsuse of his 
pow ft Hu l orga n br. in g abUilies, 
Fred was a threot to the Chicago 
dynanty tighlly controllcd by the 
lat/- Mayor Rkhard "Bo?»s“ Da* 
ley Rut he wa» abo a member of 
the Black Panthrr Party and, 
Lherefftpf, a threat to the power 
Biructure of thift country. 

There is no justice for Black

regimv in Rhodesia {Zimbabwe!, 

If ihere ore as yet no victors in 
Lhe Rhodesian conflict. ïan D. 
Smith's White minodty regime is 
winning the propaganda w p ar as a 
resuH of n slick public relations 
eampaign direcléd at the outside 
world. 

In a country in which censor- 
ship and ü state of emergency 
prevail, the only sourcé of 
'Information'’ ïs the regime 
itself. 

Theré is no guerrilla version of 
the war. mainly because their 
supporters ure out la wed but also 
because their spokesmen broad- 
casting from the n ei gh boring 
frnnUine countru^s are virtually 
ignored. 

Many of ihe regime's tech- 
niques are familiar from other 
civil wars, such os Vietnam’s and 
Spain’s, 

One is the morflle-bööstmg 
body count, used to maintain a 
" ‘kill ralion” of over 10 to 1, 
However, il is nevor established 
that the Black victims w r ere 
actualJy guerrillas, and this claim 
cannot be refiited after Lhey are 
clcad. For the White Rbodesians 
killed, the official version invari- 
flbly is that it was an "accident." 
But for the White mercenaries, 
there illegully anyway, there is no 
admission at all, 

The body count of Blocks can 
also be inflated by other sorts of 
inctdenls in which Africans are 
involvéd dnily. such as "running 
wiih guemlliis" (nctuaily running 
from the security forces) or 
breaking ihe curfew, for which 
the offönder is shot on sighl, 

In the war of words, the 
guerrilla forces are always la- 
beled "terrorist," and to discred- 
it them thé White regime reaoris 
to dirty tricka,

June 22,1937 

On June 22, 1937. Joe Louis 
defcutcd James Braddock for 
the heavyweight c hum pi onship 
of tho world The "Brown 
Bomber," as Louis was called, 
represented lhe aspirations and 
pride of Black people and was 
looked upon especïally in lhe 
Black conunuikities as a hem. 

June 23,1951 

The NAACP began a legnl 
frontal attack on segregation 
and discrimination al elemen- 
lury and high school Ie veis. They 
argued Lhal scgregalirm w f as 
discriminatlon in cases before 
three judge federal courts in 
South C'arolina and Kansas on 
June 23. 1951, The Kansas courL 
ruled that the separate facilities 
al issue were equal but snid ihaL 
segregolion per se had an 
ad verse affect on Black children 

June 24,1968 

Résurrection City cfosed on 
,1une 24, 1968, More than 100 
residents were arrosted w hen 
they refused to leave the- 
site, Other residents. induding 
Kalph Abemathy, were arrosted 
during the demonntration at the 
capiuit. Tlio Nniionn] (iuard was 
mnbjlj^ed later ïn the doy to 
qudl disturbnnces that erupted 
iri lhe city aftor closing the 
camp.

$30,000 Home

Willio V, Moore of Watts recently 
lost her 530,000 home when the 
city of Los Angelos used an 
archaic state tow to sell her home 
for 5173.70, the coat of an 
assessmenl for & Street lighl. 

Mrs Moore becarne the victim 
of a GO-year-oId state law under 
which property öwners have 30 
days to pny an asaeasment or to 
make arrangements to pay it in 
instaLlmcnts, 

'■U's unbolievable that al) this 
is happening,' 1 said Mrs. Moore, 
a 56-year-old hospita! clerk, who 
bought the duplex home for 
530,000 in 1955 and fïnally paid it 
off in 1063. 

h It s like waking up after a 
dream/ 1 she snid, '‘and aki the 
psrts don't Ut. I'm praying for my 
homo everyday, 1 

Mrs. Moore's attorhey, Legal 
Aid Society lawyer Stnn DiOrio, 
called the Jmprovement Act of 
1011 "a boondoggle for specula- 
Lors'’ which ' does not provide 
adequate clear noticc for home- 
nwners and taxpayers, In this 
past year alona, the Legal Aid 
Society disclosed, it has coat 143 
Los Angelos County reaidents 
their homes. 

Under the law, ïf the bill is not 
paid, the city treasurera office 
can sell the bill to anycme 
interesled and musL nolify the 
homeowner wilhin 30 days of the 
sale. 

Fuli title to the property then 
goes to the purchaaer of the bill if 
an owner doesn't buy it back 
within onc to four years —at the 
prïce o| the asscssment plus 
interest, reporLs the San Francis- 
co Examiner,

SUPREME COURT RULES ABORTIONS 
FOR WELFARE MOTHERS NOT 
MANDATORY 


(Washington, DXM The U.S. 
Suprème Court, in the federal 
govémmeni'a ïatest attack nn 
Black and other poor people, 
voted lost Monday that States are 
noL required to pay for abortions 
for women an welfare. 

The 6-3 vote by the high court 
cflme less thnn a week after the 
House of Representa lives votod 
to cut off all federal funds for 
abortions, The House action, in n 
vote of 201-155, was supported by 
bmh President Carter and Secre- 
tary of Health, Education and 
Welfare (HEW) James Califano. 

The Supreme Court’s decision 
followed n series of opinions on 
cases from Connectie ut and 
Pennsylvania. The high court 
ruled that netther the Constilu- 
don nor federal taw, under the 
provisie ns of the Social Security 
Act, requine States to pay for 
elective abortions — even thnugh 
States provide fimtncial aid for 
poor womên who dccide tó bear 
children. 

The court stnick down the 
decisions of two lower courts and 
ruled that Ponnsylvania officials 
did not viola te the Social Security 
Act by refusing to pay for elective 
abortions. 

The Supreme Court also fotuid 
that Connecticut officials did not 
violate the equal-protection safe- 
guards included in the 14th 
Amendmem by refusing to pay 
for elective abortions for women 
on welfare. 


Recent actions by the 
Court and the House of Representa- 
UVCS WÜl mcan an end fö fcdürally 
and state-financed abortions for 
miVffüJis of poor women.

The House aelion came Ln an 
amendment attached to the S6L3 
billion appmpriations bill for the 
Departments of Labcr and HEW. 
Under the amendment's provi¬ 
sions, Medicaid (Medi-Cal in 
CaMfornia) — the primary way 
through which poor women ob- 
tain abortions — can no longer be 
used be pay for abortions even in 
a case where the mother’s Life is 
endangered or for victims of rapé 
or incest,

the House voted to ban the use of 
federal funds to enforce quotas 
based on race, se* or mitinna!

(Now York* N.Y.) - George and 
Larry were bom in March. 1962. 
und Manch. 1963 For the past 14 
years these brethers, who ore 
Black. have been shunied fmm 
foster home to foster home or 
kept in faciliiics provided by the 
?vew York City child “care" 
system, 

The two are omong thousands 
of Black and otfeer Third World 
children who are deprived of lhe 
right to live in a permanent 
famiiy. 

Despite si “liheralization" of 
adoptmn practices over the years, 
shown lügely by a period of 
widespread iransradal adoptions 
in the late 1960S. lïtüe has 
changed in the racism and 
disr egard for chddren s rights 
which pervades the child place¬ 
ment process, lhe Quanüan re- 
ports, 

The two chddren, along with 
Lhree other Black children, we re 
plaintiffa in a civil suil against 
Utree child welfare agcncies, the 
c ity and the state. The defendants 
weré charged with discrimination 
in not attempling to find odoptive 
parente for the children. 

Many White children. in the 
«uw e centers we re placcd in 
homes. 

The agencies made liltle effort 
tn find homes lor the children, 
tesüfied Eve SmiLh of LCS 
Spautding for Children, an agen- 
cy that specializes in finding 
homes for “hard to pïace" 
children, 

She was backed up .in her 
assertion by Judith Mendell, a 
fonner worker in the diVision of 
ihe State Department of Social 
Services — which ia responsible 


for moniloring lhe 21,000 New 
York children in foster care. 

“We were told that at no time 
wou ld more than five per cent of 
Black children be adopted," 
Mendel] told the oourt, She 
tieseribed how the children were 
victknized by a vicious trap: they 
we re nol legally freed for adop* 
tion because no homes could be 
found for them, bul then agencies 
made no effort Ut reemit Black 
families. 

As a result, the children lived 
for years without any prospect of 
permanent homes, 

But U.S. District Cour! Judge 
Edward Weinfeld üpheld the 
defendants content Jon that the 
probiem was realiy onct of “sup- 
ply and demand." 

He mled that “race did not 
play any part in the defendanls 
policies, practices or actiuns 
affecling the children's welfare of 


planning. . .On ihe contrary - 
lhe desperate impact in the 
placement of Black children for 
permanent adoption is due Lo the 
fewer number of families willing 
to adept them." 

Weinfdd's argument refleets 
one of a munber of racist 
supposilions that lie at the base of 
Ihe child care system — that 
Blacks are neither Lnterested in 
nor willing to adopt children, In 
facl, Blaeks are continualiy dis- 
eouraged froni adopting, 

But the obstades thrown in the 
pnth of Blaeks wis hing to iidopl is 
only the final atrocity 

The i uitlui Lravesty is when 
children are wrenched Oom their 
mothers ofien arbitrarily de- 
scribéd as 'unfit" — as part of 
the systematic lerrorization of 
Black families by the state.

Farmer Wills 
$30,000 Yearly 
For Blacks 


(Dra Müines, lowa) - In the 
next few weeks, bunkers and 
lawyors for the late Joseph M. 
Uorgan will finally begin paree]■ 
mg out Dorgan’s estate and 
responti to the myriad re- 
quests from Black organizatiOfts 
and mdlviduals asking fnr a share 
of Dorgan's money. 

Dorgan, a White farmer who 
lïved like a recluse just outside 
Booneville, lowa, died in August* 
1973, at the age of 79, He left his 
estate to "Black peopïe" but nol 
to anyone in particuSar, slnting in 
his will that the annual income 
from his estate, worth about 
$30,000 a year, be spent "In 
support or aid or mftinteoance or 
ttssistance to the peoplc of the 
Negro race. singutarly or as a 
group r in Üicir quesL for equal 
rightsand equal treatment." 

Since Dorgan’s death, attorney 
William Winiir. co-tmstee of the 
estate, has been deluged with 
over 3,000 requests ranging from 
handwriuen pleas to earefully 
prepored proposals. 

The letters, full of praise for 
Dorgan's "generosity/ came 
from all over the country, from 
small Black churches in the 
South, Black daycare centers in 
the North, major foundations, 
Boy Scout iroops, self-help 
groupsond indivtduab. 

The four-year delay in meeting 
the requesUs was caused by 
Marcello Harkirv, Dorgan's nieco 
and only living heir, who con- 
tested the will on the grounds 
that Dorgan was mentully incom¬ 
petent, but reeenlly settlcd out oi 

court for $35,000. 

As to why the White lowa 
farmer who “never knew n Black 
person in his life and didn t 
believe in charity" would teave 
audi a bequest, Witner quote s 
Dorgan os saying at the time he 
made out the will—written inci- 
dcntally at the time of the Watts 
riots — I want lo leave it for the 
Negroes. We went over there 
and kidnnpped them from their 
land and broughl them over her© 
like catlle in ships and we've 
been tratirag them like Httle 
ever since. 11

Confirm Police Bullets Killed Chicago Puerto Ricans 
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REVOLIITIONARY SUÏCIDE

As we continue with the 
chapfer “The Pcrusf Colony ' 
from Revolutïonary Suïcide by 
Huey P Newton , we team of hou 
the Black Panther Party leader 
and chicf theuretician tras sur* 
prised when he learned that he 
was ftï be released from prison 
aftcr serving ncarty three years 
on t rn m p cd-«p tn u ré er ch a rges 
No onc, mdading the warden, 
seemed lo know exactly whst was 
goïng on: he asked me te teil him 
whoi time l was leaving and on 
what date. 1 guess he thought 1 
had some special word from my 
attomey. because. according to 
him, the Alameda Couniy sher¬ 
iffs department would not tel! 
him how I was goïng to be 
transported, or when. 

There was some legal entangle- 
ment; even though my conviction 
had heen reversed. the California 
Appellate Court had given the 
state attomey general a thirty- 
day extension to appeaï their 
dedsion. So technicolly my fate 
was still in the California Appel¬ 
late Court's hands, Eind ï could 
not be removed until those thirty 
days we re up. Ho we ver, Charles 
Garry wurked out an arrangement 
with the attomey general to get 
me reteaséd, 

The attomey general did not 
want ton much of a fight because 
public opinion was in my favor, 
and people would w r ant to know 
why 1 had to sil there for another 
thirty days after all theïr legal 
muneu vers had been exh&usted, I 
was in limbo. 

Thai Mondny. August 3. 1 was 
alï checked out and raady to go. 1 
had been having interviews con- 
stanily with a number of teleVi¬ 
sion and newspaper reporters 
who had come to see me. AH day 
long l walked around the joint, 
goïng from the yard up to the 
visiting room for interviews and 
then back to my cell. A runior 
circulated that 1 was supposod to 
leave at twelve noon. The inmutes 

wc re very oxciled, 

Every time l went for an 
interview- they would say, ' Well, 
he *5 gone; I saw him get into r 
car. ” Then I would show up again 
in the yard, and they would be let 
down because l was spoiling the 
rumors. Then they would ask me 
agnin. + , When are you leaving. 
VVhy do you keep etnrtmg to 
ioüve? f Kïnally, just to stop the 
questïona, 1 told thom I was nét 
km ving until lbo end of the week. 

Frivately, 1 was pretty sure that 
the Alameda Cnunty sheriffs 


department would want me to 
leave in sec rel and therefore 
would prcbably come to get me 
very late at night. That was w'hy 
they had nol given the warden 
any definite time: they did nol 
want to wade Lhmugh the thirty 
or forty reporters standing out- 
öïde the gate 

1 was particularly close wilh 
one inmate at San Luis Obispo. 
He was happy that l was getting 
out, bul he was also depressed 
because another friend had ju at 
left a few days before, Now 1 was 
leaving* and he would be pretty 
much alone. He had dtme a long 
time ïn prison and had no definite 
idea of when he would be getting 
out. Most inmates who pull long 
time become somewhat intro- 
verted and stay in theircells most 
of the time. 

On that fina! day 1 went back to 
the visiting rooni after dinner and 
was ïnlorviewed until 9:30; then I 
retumed to ihe yard for the 
genera! lock-up al 10:00 p.m.

supposed to be back in my cell, 
buthejust said, "WelL you don't 
have to lock up.” 1 had never 
been given a break before, and I 
thought that was prelly strenge, 
but since only about thirty 
minutes remained before genera! 

I decided ihal they were 
overlooking an infraction this 
onee, and I went on tolking with 
my friends. About ten minutes 
later, five or six guards. the "Red 
Squad” — a roving group of 
guards assïgned to watch subver- 
si VVS — are tli Yn tht yard nriil 

cEime over to me. sayïng. ’You 
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know we have to lock you up. 

It was an obvious set-up. They 
w'ere reaentful because l was 
leaving and were kwsking for 
trouble at the last mmuie. My 
friends encouraged me to resist 
them by refusing to go to my cell. 
but 1 knew if 1 sUrted a fight, they 
would be involved, too, I did not 
mind s fight — 1 was leaving — 
but my friends had lo stay. I did 
not want them lo be subjected U> 
further pnson discipline, maybe a 
delay in iheir paiole dates, or

Besides, genera! lock-up Unie 
was near, so we had lïttle to gain 
from a fight. I went to my ceU 
after saying a few more word* to 
them. The guards were true to 
farm right up to the end. They 
could not gel in the last blow — 
that would be mine when l walked 
through those gates — but they 
got in as many licks as they could. 

The day had been extremely 
tiring, $o sleep come quickly. It 
scemed as if I had been sleeping 
only a few minutes, al though tt 
was actually 2:30 a m., w hen the 
guards opened the door and told 
me to *to 1I ït up ' I had tumed m 
all my prïson clothes except 
undewear, pants, shirt, and my 
own shoes. I put them on. The 
cop asked me if 1 had a jacket — it 
was pretty chtUy out — bul 1 had 
tumed it in. When 1 came out of 
the cell block into the yard, feit 
cold. but Donetheless refreshing, 
a kind of misty chili. 

As ï walked out into the cool 
night air, ï realïzed that never 
again, or at least not for a long 
time, w'ould l lake that walk from 
my cell to the central area w-here 
processing is done^ I went 
through the strip search again. 
taking everything off, and having 
my móitth. oars. nose. and anus 
probed. They soarched my pock¬ 
ets. Then* was lïuie 1 wanted to 
lake out of that prison. bui the 
ritual ptoceeded as usviaL

18.5 million Azanians, Colnreds (mixed race} 
and Asians, Three young Azanian men, armed 
wdth submachinc guns and grensde»,. shot and 
killed two Whites and wounded one crilieally in 
a downtown Johannesburg garage jusl lwo 
blockfl from John Vorster Square — head* 
quarters of the notoriou* South Africnn poliee. 

The incident occurred on Mnndsy, June 13 p 
about 10 a.m. in a dimly lil garage bdonging to 
John Ott and Company, a luxury departmenl 
store. WUnease» »aid the young men, 
described Bfl in their late leen?* or early 
iwnnües, tiïitered iho garage from bencaih an 
overhead rntpressway. firing as they went. 

The youth then wulk cd through a service 
orea into a room covered with piciures of nude 
women where four White men we re relax mg 
during ö tea break.

Tuesday, June 14, w as marked by numerous 
tncidenls of Soweto student» sUming polke and 
othercars, trucks ana buses. Thtee thousanrf 
student» boycotted classes as the SSRC 
distributed thousands of leafleta cailing on 
Black workers to strike on June 16 and 17. 

Simihir kullets were distributed by Indian 
students in their ' towmship" of Lenasia. 
White univeroity studenU in Cape Town

the Coastal city of Port Elizaheth. Twenty-four 
Black» were reported wounded and severaf 
dozen arrested- 

Brtgadicr P. J. Hugo, divisional police 
commander in Port Elizabeth, said that police 
shot and killed five Kwanohuhlc residents who 
aJEegedly tried Lo loot a liquor store, 

Another Black protester was killed in Kwan- 
obuhle by police earlier in the day, and two 
Azaniana died in a store gulled by Tire in 
Kabah "lownship ' near Kwanobuhle. 

A 20-year-old Black youth was shot to dcath 
last Saturdoy, June 18, in Mamdodi 'town- 
ship," 10 miles north of Pretoria, by an 
occupantof a govemment van tliat was stoned,

Despite lingering resistance to Black politt- 
cal pretests among older Azaniaris in South 
Africa, the student» in the apartheid regime 
have cleariy emerged as the dominant Black 
politica! force in the country over the last year.

lJuhunnesburft, South Africa) — Hector 
IVterson set the example. The 12-year-old 
Black Soweto youth—cut down by police 
bullets during a protest on June 16. I976 r 
Eigainst the compulsory use of the Afrikaans 
Language ïn Black schools^-was the first of 
nearjy 2,000 Azanians, most of them youth, 
who pak! the supreme sacrifice last year to 
liberale their homeland from the bruid 
apartheid syütem, 

Who could have imagined that this one Black 
cliiltfs dealh could ignile a tong stnoldering 
resentment among South Africa 's Black 
majörity population into n sustuined rebellion 
led by the country s Black youth? 

Despite the continuing resistance of the 
White mirority regime to even the most 
minimal rights for Black, Colored and Asian 
poople. the Black children who shed their 
blood did nol do ao in vain. Their lasting

From Soweto ■township’ 1 outside Johannes-

•The Nationalist Party |N.P : H^ed Govern¬ 
ment was forced lo drop the required usage of 
Afrikaans in the Black schools. 


For the teenage student» who organized the 
initial Soweto protest, their objnction'* U's 
Afrikaans was both practical and emotionah 
The Afrikaans langxiage, dertved from the 
Dutch. is pnmarily used by deacendents of the 
Boer settlers who dominate the apartheid 
regime-the languoge of the oppressor, The 
Black students feit that if they were required us 
learn a foreign language* they should study 
English, for them a more practical, useful tooi.

The South African economy is anüreJv 

dopondenl on the slave labor of the Black 
populalion. Thus. when Black adull werkers, 
parUcularly in Soweto and other Johtmnesburg 
townships,'" sLuycd awoy from their jobs in 
masaive munbers several times last year, the 
economy or the White apartheid regime was 
virtually crippled-a fnghtening reminder to 
the Whites that they cannot survive in South 


Africa without the Black people that they so 
viriotwly repress. 

•The successful Chris tmas boycott and 
dosing of the bar» in Soweto showed the 
determinabon of Azanian youth to remove 
from their communities ihose iostitutions of 
capiLalism that keep their people's minds off 
their oppression, 

The Sow eto Student» Rcpresentative Council 
fSSRC! iniiiated the Chrisimas boycoU and 
shebcen lillegal bari shutdown, Alcoholism isa

apartheid System, was an unpleasant indica- 
tion tothe govemment that mony of its White 
citizcn» will no longer tolemte the injuslices to 
which Azanians are subjected- 

The hrutal slayings of Hector Peterson and 
his young comrades ott June IG, 1976, broughl 
worldwide attention lo the decadent society of 
South Africa- Even the United States, 
pressured by Third World anti other Progres¬ 
sive countnes, has been forced lo condemn 
apartheid and caII for Black majörity rvile.

tkis Angeïea, Calif.) - The 
Pygmy people of Zaire shnuld be 
ploced nn the endangered species 
list accordtng to a Betgian-born 
ethnolcgkl and authör, 

In a Los Angeles Times articJe 
published last week, Jean-Fiurrc» 
Hollet discussed the rapidly 
advancing extinction of Lhe Pyg- 
mie&, the famed, sm»II-statured 
nornadic people who mainiy pop¬ 
ulair the Ituri Foresi of Zaire. 
Known for theïr excellent mnrks- 
mans hip, the Pygmies recenüy 
made world headlines when Lhe 
reactionary governmeni of Zaire 
Inreed them to fight agninst Lhe 
revoïütionary forces of the Na¬ 
tional Front for the Liberation of 
the Congo fFNLC'l. 

Until the beginning of the 20th 
ceniury, Lhe Pygmies lived uncör- 
mpled by Western dv iJtization. 
Hawever, with the onset of 
BelgUn coloniaUsm (Zaire was 
formerly known as the Helgian 
Congo) In the early 19ÜÜS, disease 
ünd the foreign culture hrought 
by Lhe colomaJists cnused the 
number of Efe Pygmies to deciine 
from 35,000 in the 19303 to 15.000 
in the 19603. 

Hullet. 50, who apert n greal 
poriinn nf his childhood living 
with the Efe people. told the 
Times* *'ï beÜeve the Pygmies 
havo a righl lo be left alone, to 
survivo in their own ancestral 
homeland. Over the years the 
Pygmies have proven Lhcir wis¬ 
dom by surviving langer thnn 
imyone els© on eorth. pencefully 
and happily.’

A communiqué issued by the 
guerrilla organizatlon s defense 
minister, Ibrahim Ghnlij said Lhat 
Polisario fightérs ' reduced Lhi.s 
strengheid of the Mauriianian 
military and economie appara- 
tus. . ' A military barracks and 
key rail and power stations were 
touilly desiroved during lhe ai- 
tack. 

Ln additirm. 10 enemy land 
rovers wore captured along with 
three mortars. seven machine 
guns, 12 bazooka» and a largo 
qumitily of ammunition. 

The Zouerate strike, while not 
the Front's firsl rieep penctraiion 
into Mauritanian territory. is 
considered its most important 
military operation to dale. Signi-
